ew York. 
Speaking of the Chicago plat- 
orm, he says: | 

This resolution, it should be 
remembered, was no hasty eman- 
ation. It was the deliberate unan- 
imous resolve of a full Convention, 
appointed upon some six months 
notice, for the 4th of July last, 
and then postponed to the 29th of 
August by authority, for better 
preparation. The authors were 
experienced politicians. Some few 
of them had seen service in the 
old Democratic party, when it 
maintained a political organiza- 
tion. Most of its leaders, egpeci- 
ally from this State, did eminent 
service at the Buffalo Convention, 
in 1848, with Frederick Doughas 
and other abolitionists, and were 
chiefly instrumental in breaking 
up the Charleston Convention in 
1860. And the remainder brought 
letters to this new church of the 
political conglomeration of their 
good standing in the Know Noth- 
ing Lodge, from which they re- 
spectively came. It was carefully 
prepared and presented by a full 
Convention after communion and 
consultation with Sanders and 
other emissaries of the rebellion 
in Canada. ‘This platform, there- 
fore, altliongh recently disturbed 
a little by a stray shot and shell 
or two from Atlanta, may be re- 
vaeded as their platform, so far as 
they bad a platform; as the sen- 
timent of the Convention, so far 
as it had sentiment; as the prin-. 
ciple upon which their candidate 
must stand and the canvass be 
conducted, if they have a princi- 
ple; as the rule, by which, if elect- 
ed, their nominee must be gov- 
erned upon every principle of 
manhood and honor, in conducting 
an administration. The idea that 
an honorable man can or will ac- 
cept the nomination of a Peace) 
Convention and then run upon its 
platform, as a war candidate, upon 
one of his own, is quite too shal- 
low a device to mislead the pro- 
foundest gudgeon in the universe. 
As well migbt Lincoln write a 
shady letter on peace, and then 
run on the war platform of Balti- 
more, as a peace candidate, and 
a crave peace support, as General 
McClellan attempts his “change 
of base.” General McClellan, 
booted, spurred, and epauletted, 
accepts the nomination of the 
Convention, with «its surrender 
platform before him, carefully pre- 
pared and laid down in advance 
of his nomination, and this, of} 
course, secures him the support of 
those who placed him in nomina- 
tion, and all other advocates of 
an ignoble surrender te the re- 
bellion. But there seems to be 
some, and the General seems to 
be one of this class, who feared 
the success of the surrender plat- 
forny before the masses, and hence, 
while accepting the nomination 
of the surrender Convention, with 
its articles of unconditional cape 
itylation prepared for his guide 
and government by. the body 
which alowe gave him thie im- 
portant public relation, he faintly 


attempts to escape from its en-

cumbrance. Now he nrust atand 
upon it like a man, or conidenin it 
and repudiate it, and dismount 
from it altogether. He has no 
right; as an lrohest man ‘of chival- 
rous profession; to keep one foot 
on to suit the belésts of the Con- 
vention, and please those who 
gave him the nomination, and 
wriggle the other off the edge, to 
answer the whistle of those who 
profess to be more beligerent in 
inclination so as to obtain the 
support of iwo wings—one upon 
the ground that he is not too muck 
inclined to war to harm him fer 
for peace, and the other, that he 
is not too much inclined to peace. 
to harm him for a “conservative” 
war. The Chicago Convention 
was held shortly before the fall of 
Atlanta, when the cry was rife 
that the Government could never 
conquor the rebellidn. Then the 
Belmont surrender was all the 
rage. But Atlanta, the great key 
to the heart of the monster, fell, 

and Vermont and Maine rose; and 
“where now are the Hebrew chil- 
dren?” All their local meetings 
and conventions eschew or seek 
to evade their own and their only 
rational principle and platforw, 
and get up local and little ones to 
meet the emergencies, but the 
Chicago capitelation follows them, 
and clings to them ds did the 
poisoned shirt of mythology to its 
victim. From the number gnd 
variety already issued, the gulled 
fullowers of the peace-in-war men 
will soon have to inquire of their 
scheming leaders concerning the 
platforms, as the little girt aid 
whose mother presented the family 
with triplets—“‘which one are 
you going to keep?” No marin 
his sober senses believes or ex- 
pects that there can be any honor- 
able or permanent peace, except 
in the overthrow of the rebellion 

by force. Its hope consists ia a 
northern peace party to distract, 

divide and weaken the government 
and retard its progress, until. 
foreign sympathizing powers step 
in and help to sever the Union.— 
The tone of their presses and 

leaders is all one way, and the 

latest authenti¢ intelligence from 

Jeff. Davis was in a comnruniéa- 

tion to Gilmore and Jacques; and 

was this: “Say to Mr. Lincoln 

for me, that I shall at at any time 

be’ pleased to receive proposals 

for peace, on the basis of our in- 

dependence. It will be useless to 

approach with any otber.”— 


The issue of the campaign is mado 
up in the Baltimore and Chicago 
platforms. It is plain, direct, and 
easily understood. Neither party’ 
can escape from their position if 
they try, and any attempt to do so 
will be an attempt to cheat. Bal- 
timore proposes to exert the power 
of the' Government over rebellion 
and crush it, and thus secure 
peace. Chicago proposes to sur- 
render to rebellion and aceeptiita 
terms, without stipulating even. 
the liberty to march out with the 
honors of war. Lincoln and John- 
son stand squarely.on one. Mo- 
Clellan stands, all but one foot, on. 
the other. Pendleton we have not

__Fer the past ten days active prepara- 
tious have been going on, in view of 
the contemplated expedition against the 
Indians, who have so long and so disas- 
trously been depredating on the mail, 
ronte east of Denver.

These two co.opanies now present a, 


splendid appearance—the ranks are fill- 
ed with Veterans, most perfectly equip- 
ped, as well for a long and arduous trip 
eastward as fer an active campaign 
against the red skins. Capts. Brown and 
Price are assisted in command by Lieuts. | 
Denny and Conrad. 

The recent severe snow storm, we | 
learn, has extended all along the pro- 
posed route hence beyond Denver. - It 
is not, however, believed that the storms 
have continued sufficiently long to ren- 
der the road impassable to the troops, 
and we need hardly say that unless the 
obstacles are in truth insuperable, these 
two companies of gallant Californians 
will ere long be parading down the 
Platte. Everything so nearly approach- 
ing readiness for the march, it is expect- 
ed that the troops will move from Camp 
Douglas to-morrow. 

This movement bas of course necessi- 
tated the withdrawal of the detachment 
of Co. L, heretofore acting ae Drovost 
Guard in Salt Lake City. Ou Wednes- 
day they were replaced by a detachmeni 
of Co. C, Ist Nev. Cavalry, under the 
comuand of Ist Lt. Firman. 

Wedo not overstate the fact when we 
add that the depariure of Co. L from the 
city, excites universal regret from all 
classes of citizens. During tbeir stay, 
their soldierly bearing, universaY good 
conduct, upright deportment and atten- 
tion to the delicate duties imposed upon 
them, won the admiration of all good 
citizens, and extorted words of commen- 
dation from those wo at first viewed 
their presence with alarm anu distrust.
